Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Pussyman Auditions3 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. 

This restriction is due to the publication's explicit treatment of matters of sex. The DVD is 
predominantly a dated adult sex feature that presents a series of cmde audition scenarios. 

It is accompanied by a coarse and direct telephone sex advertisement. The high level and 
the nature of the sexual activity is likely to detrimentally affect children and young persons 
who are not at a developmental stage with the experience or maturity to deal with it. Some 
of the presentations are of a degrading and demeaning nature that present women as mere 
sexual utilities to be ogled at and manipulated. These notions could adversely influence 
impressionable young persons at a cmcial stage of their sexual development. 

Considerations under s3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
have been weighed against the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990. Given the manner, extent and degree to which the publication deals with matters of 
sex, a limit on its availability to adults is considered to be a reasonable and demonstrably 
justifiable restriction. A limitation on the publication's availability is the minimum 
restriction that can be applied in order to prevent likely injury to the public good. 
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
